Action Indicates

A force of 1.000 M arines of the 
U.S. 6th Fleet landed today in 
Beirut, Lebanon, on shore reave 
that pointed up American decla­ 
rations 
that 
the United 
States 
could put troops into threatened 
Jordan within a few days if neces­ 
sary. 
U n i t e d P ress Correspondent 
L arry Collins, vtith the 6th Fleet, 
radioed the men had been put 
ashore as part of the American 
m ove to show the fleet in the 
troubled Middle East. Vice Adm. 
Charles R. (Cat) Brown said the 
action was carried out under or­ 
ders from “ higher up.” 


The landing was a friendly one 
—the M arines were m erely pay­ 
ing a visit—but they were an im­ 
portant part of the 1.800-man Ma­ 
rine landing force who entered 
the eastern part of the M editer­ 
ranean this week with powerful 
carriers. 
The M arines reached B eirut a 
few hours after Army Secretary 
Wilber M. Brucker said the United 
States could move troops into Jor­ 
dan in a “ m atter of days — not 
weeks or m onths.” 
Lebanon is only a few miles 
from Jordan, but 
is 
separated 
from Jordan by Syria and Israel. 
Brucker, speaking on a televi-

“em phatically yes” when asked if 
he thinks President Eisenhower is 
ready to invoke his Middle E ast

11 Major Rivers 
Slam To Crest A s 
Tornadoes Begin 


DALLAS, Tex. 
(UP) - Flood 
w aters churned down at least ll 
m ajor rivers today. 
Their fury 
was concentrated on the southern 
part of Texas and reached into 
Louisiana. 
Texas’ 
violent 
w eather 
has 
claim ed 17 lives in ll days. Pres- 
ident Eisenhower has declared the 
huge sector of Texas racked by 
floods a m ajor disaster area. 
Besides the floodw ater, a new 
flurry of tornadoes that have ac­ 
companied the flood - spawning 
rains, flicked over a wide area of 
Texas yesterday. 
Wharton and Bay City, about 45 
m iles from Houston near the Gulf 
oi Mexico, w ere in grave danger 
today from the swollen Colorado 
River. M ajor overflowing was ex­ 
pected in the lowlands around the 
two cities late today. 
Levee May Overflow 
A levee protects Bay City, but 
it would overflow at 44 feet. The 
Colorado w as expected to crest 
there at from 43 to 45 feet today. 
President Eisenhower w i r e d 
Gov. Price Daniel yesterday ex­ 
pressing his “ deep concern” with 
the 
“ hardship 
and 
suffering'' 
caused by the floods. 
Daniel 
had requested federal 
aid. The .declaration of Texas as 
a m ajor disaster area will enable 
the allocation of federal funds to 
the stricken areas. The President
